DECLARES DRY AGENTS 
‘GANG OF FREEBOOTERS' 


W. D. Foulke Compares: ‘Free- 
hand’ Selections With Civil 
Service Men. 


Prohibition agents were described as a 

“gang ‘of mercenary freebooters” last 
night by William Dudley Foulke of 
Richmond, Ind., Acting President of the 
National Civil Service Reform -League, 
at a meeting of the Jeague’s council at 
the City Club, In describing the bene- 
fits. of civil service over appointments 
by political favor, Mr. Foulke said: 

‘The, employes for the enforcement 
of the Volstead law show how much 
worse are these ‘free hand’. selections 
than those appointed by competitive ex- 

nations. This branch of the service 

filled with a gang of mercenary free- 
béoters who violate the law, cram their 
‘pecketa with ill-gotten gains and de- 
moralize the country with their corrupt 
rapacity, With these two systems. op- 
erating side by side, who can hesitate 
in preferring the Classified service?’ 

r.’ Foulke outlined certain amiend- 
ments to the Civil Service law which, 
if enacted by Congress, would, he said, 
increase Government efficiency. The 
aihendments he suggested. were; 

“Rules shall be made bythe United 
Statés Civil Service Commission for 
establishing standards of efficiency in 
the public service uniform for each class 
of employes; for ascertaining. and re- 
cording periodically the efficiency of in- 
dividual employes and<of groups of em- 
ployes; for service records and ratings 
to ,be used in determining the promo- 
tion, demotion or removal of employes. 

‘‘ The-commission may likewise pro-, 
vide for such efficiency teats, investi- 
gations and examinations, periodical or 
otherwise as may promote the good of 
the service and for the suspension, de- 
motion or removal fromthe service of 
any employe who fails to pass satis- 
factorily such tests,

After. forty-eight hours of almost con 
tinuous meeting to deliberate on Dr. 
Bergmann's report of the bankers’ con- 
ference in Paris, the-Cabinet has only 
been able to resolve that the big Reich- 
stag debate shall take place some-timéd 
next week, with’ Chancellor Wirth prob- 
ably speaking. 

The opposition in the Reichstag; par- 
ticularly the German National Party, ‘is 
deing its utmost to force immediate dis- 
cussion, and there ts a possibility of 
their forcing the debate’ on Friday ‘of 
this week ‘on the first reading of: the 
compulsory loan law. 

The: Government is undeniably strad- 
dling, on the. one hand stoutly asserting 
that all its pledges and promises regard- 
ing finance reforms, &c., are’ no: longer 
binding since the postulate of huge for- 
eign loans has proven illusory, and >on 
the other hand equally stoutly proclaim- 
ing that. it will do everything possible 
to stabilize the mark and prevent fur- 
ther sharp declines.

What practical measures the Govern- 
ment will or can concert to accomplish 
this laudable purpose no member thereof 
or closeparty friend has so far be- 
trayed. Apparently it is not quite clear

‘* 6. The senselessness of the arbit-ary 
tearing apart of the Upper Silesian eco- 
nomic unit in brutal violation of the 
treaty tore perhaps the strongest mam- 
her from our economic body. ‘Who \ops 
off a debtor’s right hand must no longer 
demand work and payment from him. 

** 6. The most-favored-nation yoke re- 
duces German iabor to an impotent 
Lspeculative object of foreign competition) 
and therefore makes impossible the cun- 
va nce of our economy to the’ point 
of being able to pay.” 

This Stinnes manifesto concludes: 

* Only the fulfillment of at least tLese 
six points could put Germany in the po- 
sition. to off her reparation indebt- 
edness. ithout their iment Ger- 
many will soener or later face her un- 
paid creditors as a bankrupt or even a 
desperado, turning ut her empty 
ets and with a@ shrug of the shoulders 
declaring: ‘Here I stand. I can’t do 
anything else.

Chinese ministry. 

Wu Pei-fu, who was in Paotingfu 
when the mandate was published, had 
not replied today whether he would 
accept the portfolio of war. 

Geneyal Wu was_,selected in response 
to. ‘a popular demand that he partici- 
pate actively in the reconstruction of 
China. If he accepts, it is ynderstood 
he’ will devote his attention to disband- 
ing superfluous ‘troops, which he and 
his advisers consider number hundreds 
of thousands.

Virginta. Admiral Wilson came to 
Washington today from Annapolis and 

led on Acting Secretary Roosevelt. 
He characterized the indignity te Kaplan 
as a “‘ low-down, dirty trick.” 

The indignitv consisted in printing 
Kaplan's picture and a short ‘sketch of 
him on the last page of The . Lucky 
Bag, the annual book of the 1922 class 
at the Naval Academy; with this page 
perforated along thé inner margin so as 
te suggest that it might be removed 
without defacing the handsome volume. 

It is probable that when Acting Secre- 
tary Roosevelt receives Admiral Wilson's 
report he will send an'admonitory letter 
te Ensign J. L. Olmsted, editor of The 
Lucky Bag. 

Admiral Wilson said today he had 
withdrawn a letter written by him to 
Ensign Olmsted commending him on his 
standing in his studies. It ia understood 


that Admirat Wilson took this action 
before the Kaplan case was discussed in 
the Senate, as he had made known to 
members of the class of 1922 that he 
intended to do so.

Philatelists paid 400,000 francs for 
stamps, most of them American Confed- 
erate States and local provisional issues, 
at the opening today of the fourth in- 
stalment of. the, auction of the famous 
collection of Ferrari, ‘de la Renotiere. 

The collection was willed to the Post 
Museum at Berlin by Ferrari, who died 
in 1915, but it was sequestrated by the 
French Government, and is now being 
auctioned for reparations. 

The highest price paid’ today wad 25,- 
850 francs for a pair of Livingston (Ala.) 
five-cent blues on a letter. 

Nearly all the important issues sold 
went to Americans, principally to War- 
ren Colson of Boston, who purchased 
back stamps he had bought for Ferrari, 
whose agent Colson was in the United 
States prior to the World War> These 
stamps have more than doubled in value. 

Some of the stamps sold today are the 
only known specimens extant. They in- 
cluded a pair of Jetersville (Va.) five- 
cent blacks, which fetched 11,162 francs. 
Fifty -Mount Lebanon (La.) five-cent 
reds brought 15,852 francs, fifty New 
Smyrna (Fila.) ten-cent and one-cent 
blacks 11,750 francs,'-and a Beckman’s 
Post, Charleston, .S. C.. 
on bluish paper 5,875 francs. 

The collection, ;which up to the pres- 
ent time nas been hardly half. disposed 
of, already has fetched $666,000. It rep- 
resents fifty years of work by Ferrari, 
and is said to have cost him about $1,- 
000,000. Before the sale began the col- 
lection contained -particularly complete

Zita. which’ : absolutely 
false. It is not true that Zi 
herself in’ such restricted fin 
ditions as many European pape 
colorfully stat She left Vienna 
comfort, with all her jewels, which réy- 
resent several millions. Her reluctance 
to part with them is understandable, this 
being the reason why her brother Sixtus 
has sometimes ‘come’ to her aid. 

‘It is true that in Madeira the family 
lived most modestly in a house the ex- 
treme dampness. of which was t 
primary cause of Charles’s filness an 
death. He always had weak lungs. 

“Zita has no definite project and at 
one time thought of asking for permis- 
sion to live here with her mother, trust- 
ing in the chivalry of the Italian people 
and the hospitality of the Government, 
which, would have had nothing to say 







against such a plan. But she gave up 
this project. She has never thought of 
going to Switzerland, still less to Hun- 
gary, where, having once been Queen, 
she could not have lived as a ‘simple 
individual, and where her presence would 
have caused disturbances and plots. She 
therefore willingly accepted the invita- 
tion of the King of Spain and has no in- 
tention of leaving that country. 

** Zita does not personally interest her- 
self in pest affairs. She has en- 
trusted that part to the brother of her 
husband, Archduke Max, who keeps in 
contact with the Hungarian royalists. 
But for the moment nothing is being 
plotted; it is a period of patience an 
waiting.” 


It js possible that,the ‘‘ high person- 
age, who lives in the neighborhood of 
the castle owned by ex-Empress Zita, 
and denies the reports 
of: her poverty, is her cousin, Doh 
Jaime, the present Duke of Madrid.

The entire region was once 
the property of the Dukes of Bourbon- 
Parma. Zita inherited her castle from 
her father, the late Duke bert, and 
Don Jaime the Villa dei Borboni from 
his mother, Duke Robert's sister, who 
was the first wife of Don Carlos, the 
late Duke of Madrid,” pretender to the 
Spanish throne.

The course to be followed, it is indi- 
cated, will not be a formal offer of 
mediation, but rather one of personal 
aid. In the form in which it wag. pre- 
sented the latest Chilean comprdmise 
proposal has not been received with 
favor by the Peruvians, but some of 
those in the inner circle of the éonfer- 
ence believe the issue resolves itself into 
only a, question of phraseology. It is 
in the * wording of the arbitration for- 
mula, therefore, that the Secretary’s as- 
sistance appears most likely to be exer- 
eised. 

As explained in well-informed: quar- 
tors, the Chilean view is that the arbi- 
trator should decide on the proper in- 
terpretation of the Tacna-Arica clause 
of the Treaty of Ancon, while the Peru- 
vians stand on their suggestion for an 
arbitral award to determine whether a 
plebiscite shall be held in the disputed 
territory as the treaty provides, 

Phrases which will meet both of these 
views have been sought by the del- 
egates themselves in vain, but State 
Department officials appeared’ confi 
dent tonight that they would devise a 
formula so worded as to involve no 
sacrifice of principle on either side. 

The address delivered yesterday in 
the Chilean Chamber of Deputies by 
the Foreign Minister was read eagerly 
in conference circles and was generally 
accepted as strengthening the note of 
optimism apparent in both delegations. 
It was réalized that ‘the Foreign Minis-

INCREASE IN CHURCHGOERS. 


More Than 1,000,000 Persone Be- 
came Members Last Year. 


That America is becoming more and 
more a nation of churchgoers is revealed 





hby statistics compiled by the Federal, 


Counell of Churches, which show that 
more than one million persons in the 
United States became church members 
fast year. It’ points out that every day 
during the last five years an average of 
3,173 persons became church members, 
an average of three congregations have 
een organized daily and an average of 
‘our and one-half persons per day have 
joined the ministry. The total -church 
membership of the United States {is 
placed at 45,997,199, an increase of 4,- 
370,345 over the figures of 1916. 

There are 233,104 congregations 
manned by 200,090 ministers. in . this 
country, according to the council's fig- 
ures, which is an increase of 5,617 con- 
gregations and 8,204 clergy over the 
Government figures for 1916. Comment- 
Ing on reports that a ministerial short- 
age prevails, the council points out that 
the increase in clergy has been approx-~- 
imately 50 per cent. more than the in- 
crease in the congregations, explaining 
that the difference of 33,014 between 
ministers and congregations does not in- 
Jicate a corresponding shortage of pas- 
tors, as many ministers, especially in 
the rural districts, have charge of two 
or more churches. 

Roman Catholics made a membership 
and adherents gain in .the ests axe 
years of 2,163,831 and jhave 17, 
the 45,997,100 persons in the United 
States listed officially as church mem- 

There, are 16,580 Roman Catholic 
churches, manned -by’ 21,643 priests, in 
this country. 


The. total religious constituency of the 
United States, including. all members 
“and adherents, is estimated by the coun- 
cil.at 95,858, 096 persons, of which 74,795,- 
226 are Protestants, . 17,88".646 Roman 
Catholics, 1,120,000 Jews, "£11,054 Eastern 
Orthodox (Greek and Russian). 

For the first. time on record, according 
to the council's figures, the Baptists 
have passed the Methodists in total 
membership, the former's membership 
being placed at 7,835,250 persons ‘and the 
latter's at 7,797, 991 persons. The.Luth- 
erans, with a membership of 2,466,645, 
andthe Presbyterians, . with 2,384,683 
members, stand third and fourth,- re- 
spectively. 
The Methodist “Bpistopal. Church 
North,. the largest single . Protestant 
communion, has a membership et gs 
455,, a gain in the. last year

The Methodist Episco- 
jal Church South, with a membership

Location of Box Was Determined 
by New Magnetic Divin-

PENETANGUISHENE, Ontario, June 
14.—Gripped by the lure of sunken 
treasure; divers worked feverishly today 
beneath the murky waters of the River 
Wye, about an ancliént chest sunk deep 
in the mud. They hope to raise it-to- 
morrow. 

The chest contains, they hope, treas- 
ure lost nearly three centuries ago by 
Jesuit--missionaries to Huronfa. If it 
proves to be the Jesuit Fathers’ long- 
lost chest dropped overboard in , 1650 
while being tonveyed by canoe to Fort 
Sainte Marie the order will be enriched 
by recgvery of a set of solid gold altar 
candelabra presented to the mission by 
the Court of France and a quantity 
of French gold coin brought over to 
pay the troops who accompanied th? 
missionaries to the New World. 

Although tradition long has had it 
that the sé¢venth box was buried be- 
neath’ the waters of the Wye, no serious 
attempt Was made to locate it until a 
few days ago. This search was stimu- 
lated by the recollection of a story told 
by a raftsman some thirty years ago 
that’ he had touched the box. when 
poling logs.- The story was recently 
told to Diver Captain Carson and he 
interested Edward Jeffery of Midland, 
who had fiivented a peculiar magnetic 
divining rod, which had proved suc~ 
cessful in showing ore and mineral 
deposits. The two. rowed about the 
river until at length the needles of the 
divining rod showed a strong reaction 
to the influence of gold. 

The place in the river was charted 
and subsequently the position and 
measurements of the chest ‘were con- 
firmed by steel rods, Its dimensions 
correspond exactly to the one lost by 
the Jesuit Fathers. 

It is not only the recovery of. price- 
less relics which is at stake, however, 
for Jeffery has staked on the quest the 
reputation of his magnetic instrument, 
which he claims can detect oil, gold, 
copper or iron within a distance of 
twenty-five miles. 

The diviner is about four feet long, 
with a barrel like @ machine gun ana 
a compartment at the end ‘for the n+ 
struments, with holes for. the arms 
which pass inside through rubber tubing. 
The whole is covered with tarred cloth 
and a half-inch coat of insulating rubber, 

Jeffery says it is worked by the

In addition, the promoter said, it 
would be necessary for the State Ath- 
letic Commission to sanction a Dempsey- 
Wills bout in this State. Rickard de- 
cla a preference to hold the. match 
here, a under the commission rules, 
he will be permitted to charge as high 
as $25 for choice seats. His arena, 
which would be especially, constructed 
for the contest, would be ‘built to ac- 
commodate between 40.000 and 60,000 
people. In the event that the commis- 
sion refuses its sanction to such a bout, 
however, Rickard is prepared to - 
mote. the bout in Jersey City, where 
Dempsey knocked out Georges Carpen- 


* I have not done a thing yet toward 
signing Dempsey and Wills,’’ said Rick- 
I received Dempsey’s proposition

possible, and I told Kearns so. With 
the commission’s acceptance of Wills’s 
challenge and forfeit, the situation prob- 
ably will experience a change.

THE “ FUNDAMENTALISTS.” 

The Northern. Baptist Convention at 
Indianapolis*will hardly be an example 
of brethren dwelling together in unity, 
but it may mark an important point in 
the history of American Protestantism. 
A powerful and well-orgahized move- 
ment in favor of ‘* the fundamentals 
of the Christian faith '’ is endeavoring 
to take control of the denominational 
machinery away from the liberal wing. 
The Fundamentalists believe in the 
literal inspiration of the Bible, “ its 
“history, its miracles, its doctrine 
“and its  prophecies.’’ They im- 
ported that eminent Presbyterian 
layman Mr. BRYAN on Tuesday ‘to 
fortify . Baptist. faith with a_ ser- 
mon about’ Darwin. and the Zoo. 
Hitherto the Baptists have had no 
formal written creed, and within 
certain vague but extensive limits the 
individual congregation could do as 
seemed good to it. The Fundamental- 
ists, or some of them, are talking of 
setting up an exact and unalterable 
confession of faith, so that thereafter 
heresy will no longer be tolerated. 

Freedom of conscience has certainly 
been one of the “‘ fundamentals "’ of 
Baptist doctrine, and it is now serious- 


more numerous than their Northern 
brethren, are_almost all Fundamental- 
ists.

THE INCOME TAX RETURNS. 

The personal income tax returns just 
published for 1920 on the business of 
1919 reveal an increase in every class 
up to $50,000 and a decrease for every 
class above that income. The increase 
was greatest in the class below $2,000. 
In the class of: million incomes there 
were but 33, against 2Q6 in 1916. At 
the other end of the scale the 
1,640,758, of 1917 had’ become 2,671,- 
950. Such a gain in small income tax- 
payers is even more remarkable than 
the decrease in very’ rich taxpayers. 
But neither fact means exactly what 
the, figures seem to show. There had 
been evasion of the tax Jaws rather 
than any decrease in wealth up to the 
time when the tide of war profits. was 
running strong. The greater numbers 
of small taxpayers argue prosperity 
among the wage and salaried classes, 
but also efficieney on the part of the 
tax collectors and smaller meshes in 
the net of tax laws. 

In'the year when these incomes were 
earned, 1919, the Treasury, had a 
deficit of $10,717,758,889. That is the 
explanation of the severity of the ex- 
cess taxes and surtaxes. That is why 
Uncle Sam rejoiced that the -incomes 

ot his family increased by $3,876,- 
137,735 to $23,735,629,183.. But his 
collections were $194,576,418 less 
on this item, The money was got 
elsewhere, but the decrease of returns 
from greater total income is a commen- 
tary on our blundering tax laws. 
They set out to penalize wealth and 
endéd by increasing the payments of 
the poorer classes. Lumping the rich 
and poor together, our average income 
was $3,269.40, the average tax 
$148.08, and average rate 4.53 per 
cent. The normal tax increased from 
$468,104,801 in the preceding year to 
$478,249,919. The surtaxes decreased 
ifrom $801,525,303 to 596,803,767. 
That is where Uncle Sam lost out. 

The second quarterly instalment of 
the year is payable today. The first 
quarter’s payments dropped 35 per 
cent, in Manhattan alohe. Secretary 
MELLON estimated a decrease for the 
country of 37 per cent. Other experts 
have calculated a larger loss in the 
years following the collapse of the war 
boom. . Capital cannot strike in the 
manner of the railway, coal and tex- 
tile unions. The corporation decline 
is estimated at double the individual 
decline, thus paralleling the flight of 
the millionaire individuals into the ex- 
empt bombproof. The red lights ahead 
are visible in the Treasury; and it may 
be&\hoped that the bonus boomers may 
see them in time. " ;

Torturings. cruelty to animals 
quite "as much as the very different 
people who are victims of what has 
been well called a “ zoophile psychosis,” 
and devote themselves to the denuncia- 
tion of vivisection and the slandering 
of vivisectors. What the Blue Cross 
folk did for animals during ‘the war was 
appreciated by all who knew of their 
activities, and in time of peace their 
work continues. 

Their latest achievement has been the 
preparation and distributich of a pam- 
phlet which contains the ultimate and 
unquegtionable refutation of the anti-vi- 
visection charge that the laboratories for 
animal experimentation ane places in 
witich horrible tortures are inflicted be- 
hind locked doors. Inquiries were sent 
to all such laboratories in thé country 
and to all the. medical colleges, and the 
replies received as to how the animals 
used ‘are treated, and the reports of visi- 
tors and investigators, constitute the 
greater part of the little book. 

Every one of the letters announces 
strict observance of the “ Code of Regu- 
lation ” adopted in 1909, and. willingness 
to receive at any time, not everybody, 
indeed, for crowds moved only by morbid 
curiosity would make impossjble the 
performance of tasks like those under- 
taken in the laboratories, but any prop- 
erly accredited official or member of 
humane societies, or anybody else with 
a reasonable interest in the subject, 
The “code” is an elaborate one, provid- 
ing, for ‘the use of anaesthetics in all 
operations involving more discomfort 
than does anaesthetization itself, and, in 


general, for exactly such treatment of 
the “material” as is given to human 
patients in hospitals. 

More cannot be demanded by sane 
critics of yivisection, and, with the free- 
dom of observation accorded to proper 
outsiders—-which does not mean, neces- 
sarily, friendly outsiders—all chance 
for abuses and cruelties is practicaily 
abolished. 


In many of the letters 
received by the Blue 
Cross Sdciety from the 
experimental la bora- 
tories and the medical 
colleges there is expressed with more or 
less emphasis the belief that only vis- 
itors who have seen operations on hu- 
man beings are. competent to judge 
whether or not those performed on ani- 
mals are justifiable.

The work in ovr laboratory has pri- 
marily to do with operations on dninzals, 
in which we maintain the same degree of 
asepsis and employ the same type of 
anaesthesia ‘as is used on the human being 
undergoing. a similar operative procedure. 
Such important points will be absolutely 
lost upon the average lay visitor if he 
has not first familiarized himself with the 
same type of procedure as carried out in 
the’ modern hospital on the human being. 
Furthermore, if this proviso is not’ in- 
sisted upon, individuals who have never 
seen the flow of blood or witnessed a re- 
covery from an anaesthetic will get a very 
wrong impression of the laboratory {f 
they first see such things BS ENS in the 
animal.

Grand Jury Accuses Unionists 
of Conspiring Against Non- 
Union Competitor. 








ECHO OF LOCKWOOD INQUIRY 





Counsel Is Notified to Produce the 
Defendants in Court 
Today. 





An indictment charging thirty-seven 
members and officers of Bakery and 
Confectionery © Workers’ International 
Union, Local 100, known as ‘‘ the Jewish 
Bakers’ Union,’’ gvith conspiracy was 
returned yesterday by the June Grand 
Jury.. Morris Hiliquit and Hyman 
Bushel, counselygo ‘the union, were noti- 
fied to produce the defendants before 
Justice Giegerich in the Supreme Court 
today. 

The indictment grew out of the Lock- 
wood committee’s inquiry and followed 
the refusal ofthe bakers to accede to 
the request of Samuel Untermyer, cour- 
sel to the commiitte¢;/ who demanded that 
the bakers give .up their store estab- 
lished by the union next door to the 
shop of Max Schlesinger at 29 Ave 
C,.a non-union baker. 

Special Assistant District Attorney 
Henry Mayer presented the case to the 
Grand Jury’ and produced evidence to 
show that the union brought pressure to 
bear on boss ‘bakers to refuse to. sell 
their wares Schlesinger, and also to 
show that the union store sold bread, 
cakes and rolls below the cost of produc- 
tion to drive Schlesinger out of business. 

The indictment sets forth twelve overt 
acts alleged to have beéfr committed’ by 
the defendants, .who include . members 
of the Executive Committee.and officers 
of the union. By force, threats and in- 
timidation, it was allegeu, the defen- 
dants sought to drive Schlesinger out 
of business and to thereby commit‘an 
act injurious to trade and commerce.

Piecemeal, Buying and Consumer 
Opposition to Price Advances 
. Are Among Them. 


goods jobbers, who have been read- 
i and hearing of better business on 
every side, are looking forward to the 
harvesting of crops that farmers will 
sell at prices 30 to 40 per cent. higher 
than those obfained from the 1921 har- 
vests, according to the June Market Ser- 
vice Letter issuedto members of the 
National Wholesale. Dry Goods Associa- 
tion by Thomas A. Fernley, Secretary 


and Treasurer of that organization. Con- 
fidence is expressed that this greater 


buying power wih ti to bring pros- 
perity. 

“Many of the wholesalers consulted,” 
the .letter continues, “‘have expressed 
their conviction that — improve- 


ment in the sale of dry goods must start 
with ‘the consumer. These wholesalers 
declare that it is possible to maintain 
sales only. through constantly making 
special efforts and that a return to near- 
ly normal must. await a greater willing- 
ness on the part of the consumer and 
retailer to provide for 7 goods needs. 

“ While it is conced by the whole- 
salers that, from a mill standpoint, there 
—— be some justification for advanced 
—— on.a& few lines of goods which 

ve not been on a parity with the rest 
of the market, yet the decision of the 
consumer will doubtless control prior to 
any advance. Large sales have recently 
been conducted by members in the Cen- 
tral. West, offering goods at attractive 
prices and finding fair acceptance by 
the retailers, who do ‘not appear to be 
in the mood for paying increased prices. 

*“*Some of those who purchased large 
quent of merchandise in a’ specula- 

tive way last August have not been satis- 
fied with. their experience. These pur- 
chases were doubtless. made with so 
conviction that the goods were cheap 
and that money could be made through 
their’ prompt sale ‘to the trade ona 
low-price basis. ‘ The: trouble appeared 
to be that sufficient speed in turnover 
could not be accomplished because the 
retailers were buying in a hand-to-mouth 
fashion and were not buying in- liberal 
quantities because an attractive. price 
was quoted.” 

Of the strike situation in some of the 
textile manufacturing centres the letter 
says: “Strike conditions continue, and 
the show of Willingness on the part of 
the employers to open the mills provided 
the employes desired to return to work 
under the new schedule did not meet with 
much encouragement. Keliable news- 
paper figures show that the production 
lost through the New England strike is 
far in excess of 214,000,000 yards.” 

In a supplement to the letter are given 

many of the replies received to a ques- 
tionnaire sent out by the association on 
the question of’ knitted underwear, which 
is.one of the stormy petrels of the mar- 
ket at the present time.

‘arry over much for the new season?”’

A 
third reported that Spring underwear for 
both men and women has sold well this 
Spring and had been one of the bright 
spots in a dull trade, The” average 
carry-over apparently will be no larger 
than it was last year and, in some ex- 
—— cases, there will be no carry-over 
at all. 

Replies to ** For about what percentage 
of Fall, 1922, underwear have you pro* 

vided? * showed purchases to range be- 
—* 10 and 100 per cent. The average 
purchases so far are shown to be 50 to 
60 r cent. normal. Advance sales of 
Fall underwear to date average about 
one-third of the volume so!d during the 
same period in past years. . Concerning 
price advances on Spring, 1923, lines, the 
replies all. indicated a strorig negative 
feeling. The jobbers’ side was best 
summed up in this answer: 

“ We think the retailer and the buying 
public will resist very strongly another 
advance which will compel the retailer 
to ask more for underwear than he has 
this season, With labor wages. being 
redticed in ‘ali-branches, the public can- 
not afford to pay any more than they 
have had to this season. In men’s Spring 
underwear the $1 garment will, in our 
opinion, be 75 per cent. of the business, 
and the retailer does ‘not want to pay 
much over $8 to $8.50 for a good gar- 
ment to retail at this price.’’

Raw Silk Prices Higher. 


The Yokohama raw silk market has 
resumed its upward course, and double 
extra A grade ‘old season’s stock ad- 
vanced to 2,030 yen, while Sinshiu No. 1 
moved to 1,920 — For the new _ crop 
@ premium of to 70 yen Is being 
asked, according to H. L. Gwalter & Co., 
Ine, particularly on highest grades. 
which have been-tiberally contracted for 
on. shipments extending into the Fall. 
The bulk of the Spring crop will be 
marketed during the next fortnight. In 
Canton advances have been sharp, not- 
withstanding an exceptionally large crop, 
estimated at 13,000 bales. Reelers have 
sold their entire production for the next 
two months and are now quoting on Au- 
gust-September delivery. The Milan 
market is unchanged, with a sustained 
demand for spot and near-by deliveries. 
In the local market recoveries have been 
registered, and there is reported active 
buying on the part of broad silk and 
ribbon manufacturers. The hosiery trade 
continues to hold back, though the mills 
are said to be poorly supplied and may 
—* forced to re-enter the market at any 
time. 


Percales May Be Withdrawn. 


If cotton goes very much. higher, it 
would not surprise well-posted members 
of the local dry goods trade to see the 
big printers withdraw their offerings 
from the market. At present prices, 
which have stood with no change on 
‘* lights *’ and a drop ef three-quarters 
of a cent a yard on ‘‘darks ”’ since late 
in. February,. it is conceded that the 
printers can make very little money. 
Despite this fact, their attitude is 
against withdrawing goods or advancing 
prices unless such action is made im- 
perative by the rise in the staple. With 
gray 38%4-inch 64-60s selling at 8% to 8% 
cents, and with finished “‘ light.’ goods 
of that construction quoted at 11% cents, 
it is apparent that something will have 
to happen unless the cotton market 
changes its course.

Draperies and Upholsteries. 

Retail sales of draperies and _ uphol- 
steries continue to be very good. The 
demand is stfonger than the merely sea- 
sonal business \ which ordinarily  de- 
velops, and has been compared to the 
excellent trade now being done in floor 
coverings of all descriptions. Manufac- 
turers undoubtedly have a large volume 
of current orders on hand, and so have 
not as yet given a large degree of at- 
tention to Fall business. The volume of 
initial orders for Fall is said to be large, 
however, considering the fact it is early 
in the season. Requirements are being 
anticipated by a number of retailers, who 
foresee higher prices later on, owing to 
the advance in raw materials. The 
Fall lines of several factors in the trade 
are said’ ty thc the most elaborate and 
diversified in their history.

As a small relief to the oy Maan 
gestion.in the high schools the rd 
of Superintendents recommended to the 
Board of Education at its meeting yes- 
terday that Public Schools 62, Manhat- 
tan; 30, the Bronx, and 88, Brooklyn, 
be established as combined junior and 
senior high schools.

Tennessee Man Says Stock Firm 
Sold Was Stolen From Him. 


The ‘(Stock Exchange firm of A. A. 
Housman & Co. was sued in the Su- 
premée Court yesterday by Wuliam 
Jacob Niton of Chattanooga, Tenn., for 
the proceeds of the sale of 200 shares 
of Midvale Steel and Ordnance Com- 
pany and 200 shares of the Marland Oil 
and Refining Company. Nixon says that

ATROCITIES INQUIRY 


“Guilty in View of Washing- ~ 
_. ton’s Attitade,. 


. ’ 

LONDON, June 14 (Associated: Press). 
~The British Government: has agreed. to 
the French proposal to limit the period 
to. be covered by the investigation .into 
atrocities in Asia Minor to the past 
year, according to a statement made in 
well-informed circles-today, but has de- 
clined to attempt to punish the guilty 
in view of the American attitude, 
which favors merely making known the 
facts in the case. The British have also 
declined to reinvestigate alleged Greek 
excesses during the evacuation of Ismid 
last June. 

The appointment of a commissiqn for 
the Asia Minor investigation, it is said, 
is to be left to the four High Commis- 
sioners in Constantinople. 

Charges that 1,300 Christian women 
and children were taken by the Turks 
from Samsun, on the Black Sea, to the 
interior and massacred near Kavak two 
weeks ago are contained in a telegram 


received by the Greek Defense Commit- 
tee here from Archbishop Mletios Me- 
— Greek Patriarch of Constanti- 
nople.

Lillian Schwartz, seven and 4 half 
years old, was seized and carried away 
by an unknown man late Tuesday eve- 
ning while playing with other children 
bétween West Twenty-fourth and Twen- 
ty-fifth Streets, near her home at 2,402 
Mermaid Avenue, Coney-Island. She 
was found early yesterday in the marsh 
land back of Brighton Beach. 

The kidnapper was described as about 
thirty years old, five feet four inches 
tall, weighing 140 pounds, and wearing 
a blue suit and blue cap. He dashed up 
West Twenty-fourth Street, .and the 
other children,ran frightened to their 
homes.

ASKS ORDER AGAINST INCE. 


Film Concern Alleges Contfact-is in 
Danger. 


An injunction suit was filed in thé Su- 
preme Court yesterday by the Associated 
First National Pictures, Inc., agaifist 
Thomas H. Ince, well-known director, 
to restrain him from -breaking a con 
tract with First National, which it is 
alleged does not expire until Dec. 31, 
1924, and turning over to another dis- 
tributer four pictures which he has com- 
pleted and which the Associated First 
National alleges should be delivered to 
it uhder the contract. 

The complaint alleges\that the con- 
tract with Ince was made Aag. 31 last, 
and under it Ince was to make not 
fewer than eight nof more than twelvé 
pictures before Dec. 81, 1922, and from 
eight to ten 32 a year in the next 
two years. he papers state that only;
